LIBREVILLE, Gabon, June 24 
(Agencies). — Organisation of 
African Unity Secretary Gene- 
ral William Eteki Mboumoua 
today called for the formation 
of an African intervention for- 
ce which could be rapidly mo- 
bilised to move against any 
attacks on “frontline" African 
states by white ruled Southern 
African countries. 

He said in his report to the 
OAU ministerial council meet- 
ing here that he was making 
his call in the wake of an in- 
crease In large-scale attacks on 
the five "front-line” states in 
Southern Africa. 

His comments followed clai- 
ms by Mozambique, Zambia 
and Botswana - - members of 
the front-line group -- that 
they have been attacked by 
troops from Rhodesia with 
whom they share a common 
border. 

"Most serious consideration 
should be given to the necessi- 
ty and the urgency of consi- 
dering a mechanism which wo- 
uld permit the mobilisation 
without delay of a collective 
intervention force in cases of 
aggression against an African 
country." Mr. Eteki declared 
to the ministers, who are ma- 
king preparations for an OAU 
summit due to start here on 
July 2. 

He has suggested an African 
defence force in the past with 
little response from OAU mem- 
bers. But the situation in Afri- 
ca has changed since then. 

When the agenda for the 
council session was discussed 
today, Mozambique itself add- 
ed an extra clause urging the 
“po Utica! and diplomatic mo- 
bilisation of member states to 
isolate (Rhodesian Prime Mini- 
ster) Ian Smith and to assist 
Mozambique to reinforce its 
capability Df defence." 

OAU spokesman Peter Onu 
suggested the question of the 
defence force put forward by 
Mr. Eteki might be discussed 
when the plenary session of the 
council tackles the Mozambique 
clause. 

Senegal and Algeria inserted 
a general topic for the council 
to consider the “problems of 
interference in the internal af- 
fairs of member states and the 
violation of the principle of 
tbe charter and resolutions of 
the OAU.” 

Intervention from outside 
was also at the heart of re- 
marks made by Zaire Vice Pre- 
sident Nguza Karl-i-Bond, wh- 
en he complained to the coun- 
cil about the involvement of a 
superpower, neighbouring sta- 
tes and a Caribbean island 
where "they smoke cigars" in 
the invasion of Shaba province 
earlier this year. 

Zaire has accused the Soviet 
Union, Angola and Cuba of 
involvement in the invasion, 
which was pushed back with 
the help of troops from Moroc- 
co. 

Morocco, which stayed away 
from the opening session yes- 
terday after withdrawing from 
all OAU activities in February, 
was there today to hear the 
Zaire vice president express 
gratitude for its intervention. 
The OAU sent a cable to King 
Hassan yesterday urging him 
to send a delegation. He agre- 
ed, and while a team is on its 
way, resident Moroccan Amba- 
ssador Moulay Idriss Alaoui fi- 
lled the empty seat. 

The return of Morocco, whi- 
ch was not unexpected, still 
left Benin’s place empty. 

The west African state acc- 
used both Morocco and Gabon 
of involvement in an invasion 


of its economic capital, Coto- 
nou, last January, and has been 
campaigning (<• have the Libre- 
ville summit switched elsewhe 
re. 

A similar cable was sents to 
benin President Maohieu Ke- 
rekou yesterday, but Benin Ra- 
dio, monitored here today, in- 
dicated by its continuing atta- 
cks on Gabonese President Bo- 
ngo that it would not be here, 
for the summit. 

Western diplomatic sources 
estimate that over 20 heads of 
state will be here for the sum- 
mit which starts on . July. 2, 
making it one of the most suc- 
cessful in years. 

But before then, the minis- 
terial council has to battle th- 
rough a range of topics from 
decolonisation, eradication of 
mercenaries and support for 
nationalist movements to pro- 


blems of desertification and di- 
sease. 

The council has been divided 
into two committees, one poli- 
tical and one economic and so- 
cial, with plenary sessions han- 
dling such subjects as Afro- 
Arab cooperation and the Mo- 
zambique clause. 

Although the topics cover 
such a wide range. Mr. Eteki 
reiterated in his speech that 
"Our main preoccupation stays 
more than ever with the libe- 
ration of Southern Africa.” 

Referring to the recent re- 
newal of violence in South Af- 
rica, Mr. Eteki urged the na- 
tionalist movements operating 
there to have "more determin- 
ation, more cohesion’’ in their 
efforts, expressing the hope for 
"a more militant and more ef- 
fective engagement on the gro- 
und." 


Somali president 
accuses Ethiopia 
of aggressive 
intentions 


ABU DHABI, June 24 (AFP). - 
Somali President Mohammad 
Siad Barre today accused Ethi- 
opia of aggressive intentions 
against soon- to-be-independent 
Djibouti. 

Gen. Siad, who arrived here 
yesterday unexpectedly, said 
Somalia "owes it to itself' to 
protect the new state's indepe- 
ndence. 

It was announced here that 
Gen. Siad was undertaking a 
tour of Arab Gulf states to dis- 
cuss the future of the Red Sea 
area. 

Gen. Siad decided todav to 
extend his stay here for a fur- 
ther day to complete talks wi- 
th United Arab Emirates lead- 
ers. He will next visit Saudi 
Arabia. 

Observers poimed out that 
President Siad’s tour coincided 
with a visit to China this week 
by his vice president. Ismail 
Ali Abu car. 

VANCE : FRENCH ARE 

BRINGING IN FORCES 

U.S. Foreign Secretary Cyrus 
Vance said tonight that he be- 
lieved the situation in the In- 
dian Ocean would in no way 
be affected by the independen- 
ce of Djibouti next Monday. 

He told Agence France-Pres- 
se that French President Vale- 
Ty Giscard d’Estaing had refer- 
red to the question of the in- 
dependence of the French terri- 
tory when he called on the 
president this morning. 

Asked whether stability in 
the area could be affected by 
this event. Mr. Vance said : 
"The French are bringing in 
some forces and we are all in- 
terested in maintaining tite in- 
dependence of Djibouti and sta- 
bility in the region.” 

In a separate development, 
Mr. Hassan Gouled Aptidon, 
premier of the Territory of 
the Afars and Issas. was today 
elected president. 


Zambia readies 
for attack 
from Rhodesia 


LUSAKA, June 24 (Agencies) 
— President Kenneth Kaunda 
of Zambia today told his coun- 
trymen to dig trenches in bor- 
der areas in preparation for an 
attack from Rhodesia. 

Dr. Kaunda has already pla- 
ced his army on full alert aga- 
inst possible raids by Rhode- 
sian forces against black na- 
tionalist bases in Zambia. 

“The situation will get worse 
before it gets better," Dr. Ka- 
unda told a press conference. 

“Between now and the end 
of the year, there will be so- 
mething happening in Zamb- 
ia." He did not elaborate. 

“Let Zambia be ready to de- 
fend itself 24 hours a day,” he 
said. Troops would be touring 
villages in border areas to gi- 
ve instruction in trench-digg- 
ing, and some trenches had al- 
ready been dug, the president 
said. 

“We must dig trenches parti- 
cularly at schools to protect 
schoolboys and girls," he said. 

“If we are relaxed, the ene- 
my will find it easy to come 
in. Enemy man and woman 
must remain at his post." 

The president’s warning ap- 
peared to be in anticipation of 
attack from Rhodesia or from 
South African ruled South We- 
st Africa, observers said. 


Private and charter aircraft 
have already been banned fr- 
om over-flying border areas, 
and diplomats have been offi- 
cially discouraged from visit- 
ing the southern border area 
with Rhodesia. 

President Kaunda expressed 
scepticism about the chances 
of the latest Anglo-American 
Rhodesia initiative achieving a 
negotiated settlement to shift 
power from the territory's 
270,000 whiles to its six mil- 
lion blacks. 

He had no objection to the 
initiative continuing, but this 
did not mean a halt in the five- 
year-old Rhodesian guerrilla 
war, he said. 

“The masses are going to in- 
troduce a new order in South- 
ern Africa at gunpoint," he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the Rhodesian 
House of Assembly yesterday 
agreed to a 12-inonth exten- 
sion of the country's state 
of emergency. 

Approval was given by 47 
votes to 10 after a brief de- 
bate during which African op- 
position members attacked the 
state of emergency as an ob- 
stacle to freedom of move- 
ment and speech, and a hind- 
rance to the Anglo-American 
peace initiative. 


Heavily-armed police 
patrol quiet Soweto 


Ethiopia claims Somali troops 
infiltrating its territory 


ADDIS ABABA, June 24 (R). - 
Ethiopia charged today that 
uniformed Somali soldiers were 
operating on its soil and that 
Somalia was trying to "annex” 
Ethiopian territory. 

At a news conference for jo- 
urnalists invited to watch a 
parade tomorrow to launch 
Ethiopia's new People's Militia, 
Maj. Dawit Wolde Ghiorgis, 
acting foreign minister, alleged 
that Sudanese and Egyptian 
troops were posted along the 
country’s northwestern border. 

He added : "There are armed 
Somali people entering Ethio- 
pia -- uniformed soldiers.” 

Maj. Dawit said he did not 
know if the intruders were re- 
gular or irregular forces “but 
I know that they are uniformed 
Somali soldiers." 

In reply to a question about 
whether this meant there was 
an undeclared war with Soma- 
lia. The acting minister said : 
"We want to drive out all ele- 


ments which are working ag- 
ainst the government in Ethio- 
pia, either from the Somali side 
or from tbe Sudanese side. 

“We can only fight up to our 
borders." 

In the past two weeks cla- 
shes have broken out between 
government forces and pro -So- 
mali insurgents and Ethiopia’s 
vital rail link to the sta has 
been cut by saboteurs near the 
towns of Dire Dawa and Har- 
rax some 300 kms. east of Addis 
Ababa. 

Diplomatic sources said tra- 
vellers from the town of Har- 
rar reported a skirmish betw- 
een Ethiopian troops and insur- 
gents so close to the ancient 
walled city last weekend that 
residents watched the engage- 
ment from their balconies. 

Diplomatic observers say 
they expea the new militia to 
relieve the regular army of de- 
fence duties in the towns of 
Eritrea, in northeast Ethiopia, 
where the Eritrean Liberation 
Movement is active, and in 


other regions where there are 
insurgents. 

Up to 100.000 militiamen ha- 
ve been training for several 
weeks in what amounts to a 
satellite city of tents some 25 
kms outside Addis Ababa. 

Regular armed forces will 
also take part in tomorrow’s 
parade which the daily Ethio- 
pian Herald today called “a 
display of modern military tac- 
tics and war strategy." 


JOHANNESBURG. June 24 (R). 
— Under the gaze of heavily- 
armed riot police determined 
to take a tough line with tro- 
uble, Johannesburg’s restive 
black township of Soweto was 
relatively quiet today. 

Police reported only a han- 
dful of minor incidents in con- 
trast with violence yesterday 
when a black youth was killed 
and several injured in a day 
of stoning and looting punctu- 
ated by police gunfire. 

The body of a black woman 
with bullet wounds was found 
in Soweto today, but police 
said it was not known how 
or when she died. 

Police said they fired tear 
gas into Orlando West high 
school to disperse about 100 
stone-throwing students. 

Pupils set fire to a tractor 
at Orlando East high school, 
but scattered when police ar- 
rived. 


Two men were injured when 
a baker’s van was stoned by 
about 200 youths who stole 
its load of bread. 

After yesterday's widespread 
violence police warned they 
would deal toughly with any 
fresh unrest. 

Reinforcements, were sum- 
moned, and heavy trucks were 
seen rumbling into the police 
headquarters inside Soweto af- 
ter dark last night. 

Early today, police with ri- 
fles, shotguns and sub-machine 
guns manned roadblocks on all 
major exist from the township. 

Police today retracted a st- 
atement yesterday that two yo- 
ung blacks had been killed wh- 
en a heavy trailer lorry dem- 
olished their home as the dri- 
ver tried to escape stone- th- 
rowing youths. 

A new statement said one 
child had been injured while 
another was unscathed.

NAIROBI, June 24 (R). — Pre- 
sident Idi Amin of Uganda is 
alive and well and resting 
away from the usual- glare of 
publicity - - official. 

Uganda’s Vice President Gen. 
Mustafa Idrisi was quoted by 
Kampala Radio yesterday as 
saying the president was “very 
much alive and very fit” 

But there was still no clue 
as to bis whereabouts after 
a week-long disappearance 
from public view. 


An American journalist in 
Uganda has reported the pre- 
sident was enjoying a delayed 
honeymoon with his fourth 
wife Sarah whom he married 
a year ago. 

But if true the holiday hide- 
away is one of Uganda’s best 
kept secrets. 

Doubts persist about Kenyan 
press reports that he was wo- 
unded in an assassination at- 
tempt last Saturday -- doubts 
that could be dispelled when 
he makes a public appearance.

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Jordanian dallies Friday 
were concerned with the sta- 
tements of His Majesty King 
Hussein to the Egyptian press 
and to the Kuwaiti daily A1 
Qabas. 

A3 Ra*1 said that the Jordan- 
ian leadership at present is 
concerned with coordinating 
Arab policy and defining the 
responsibilities for a unified 
Arab stand. 

His Majesty in a talk with 
the Egyptian press revealed 
the situation in the Arab Wor- 
ld and the political changes 
that have taken place in Israel. 
Jordan, the main country con- 
fronting Israel, is more exper- 
ienced and more aware of Is- 
raeli movements than the rest 
of the Arab confrontation sta- 
tes. Thus it is Jordan who war- 
ns the Arabs of the potential 
danger arising from the hard- 
line Likud bloc’s ascension to 
power in Israel calling Arab 
lands "liberated territory". 
Likud has announced that the 
occupied territories are “libe- 
rated lands” to the whole wor- 
ld though it knows it is not 
accepted Internationally or by 
the Arabs. 

Ai Ra’i concluded that Jor- 
dan is not only concerned with 
Arab coordination and a uni- 
fied Arab stand but is also 
concerned that the Arabs have 
a clear vision with regards to 
the Mid-East crisis. Jordan 
does not only warn the Arabs 
to patch up their differences 
but points out the place where 
an Israeli aggression might 
take place and why. 

The paper points out that 
Israeli leadership considers Le- 
banon as a "stack of explo- 
sives” which can be used at 
any time to fulfill an Arab 
plan. 

AI Sha'b said that His Ma- 
jesty in an interview with AI 
Qabas, a Kuwaiti daily, talked 
about Jordan’s commitment to 
the Palestinian problem and 
the rights of the Palestinians 
to determine their future on 
the soli of their homeland. 

The paper added that this 
Jordanian policy is not just a 
political stand but a national 
commitment The proof of this 
is that Jordan, inspite of the 
circumstances and conditions 
has remained loyal to its com- 
mitments in supporting the Pa- 
lestinian people and their cau- 
se. Jordan insisted that the 
Palestinians be represented in 
any- attempt at solving the 
problem, especially at the Ge- 
neva Conference. 

Jordan accepted participation 
in the conference, as one of the 
confrontation states but not as 
a substitute for the Palestin- 
ians . 

The paper added that the 
"Palestinian’s existence” is the 


core of what is called the Mid- 
dle East crisis. The basis of 
this crisis is Israel’s occupa- 
tion of land at the expense of 
the Palestinians. The paper no- 
ted that Israel insists on eli- 
minating Palestinian participa- 
tion in attempted solutions of 
the problem because any inter- 
national recognition of the Pal- 
estinian existence and the rig- 
hts of the Palestinians on their 
own soil is contradictory to 
the existence of Israel. 

The paper concluded that 
thus King Hussein’s call for an 
Arab summit is of historical 
significance. 

AJ Dustour said that from 
the King Hussein’s interview 
with the Kuwaiti Daily AI Qa- 
bas one can really see the 
situation in the Mid-East 

The paper said that the sit- 
uation in the Mid-East reveals 
that: 

1. Israel is attempting to cr- 
eate a new status quo on Arab 
land, and 

2. The confrontation line 
from the Yarmouk River to 
the Gulf of Aqaba acts as a 
protection line for the Arab oil 
countries. 

The paper added that the 
above should be taken into 
consideration especially since: 

1. The rise of the hard-line 
Likud to power with all its 
biblical allegations and public 
announcements that the West 
Bank and Gaza are "Israeli li- 
berated lands”; 

2. Israel now possesses nuc- 
lear weapons; and 

3. Israel's efforts to get Wa- 
shington to give it tbs F-:6 
plane. 

The paper noted that since 
the situation in the Mid-East 
has military dimensions the 
King has called for an Arab 
summit that can evaluate the 
military situation in the Mid- 
East. This summit is the first 
step towards fulfilling the ba- 
sic requirements that Arabs 
can face the situation with 
strength and positiveness. 

The paper said that these 
basic requirements are: 

3. To consider all Arab co- 
untries, including the Arab oil 
countries, as confrontation sta- 
tes; 

2. For Arab oil countries to 
help support the protection line 
from the Yarmouk River to 
the Aqaba Gulf; and 

3. To patch up all inter-Arab 
differences. 

The paper concluded that 
these basic requirements must 
be fulfilled if the Arabs are 
serious in facing all eventuali- 
ties.

Human rights; human lefts 


EDITOR’S NOTE : On June 19, 1977 THE SUNDAY TIMES ran a detailed inquiry by 
the Insight team into the use of torture by Israel on \rab detainees in the occupied 
territories. 

“Insight has questioned 44 Arabs who claim to have been Ol-rrvated or tortur- 
ed. Most of them still live in the occupied areas and some are willing to be named. 
We have tape recorded 110,000 words of testimony, and obtained corroboration 
wherever possible. Because the findings contradict official denials (by Israel) the evi- 
dence Is set out in considerable detail. . ” THE SUNDAY TIMES says on its front 
page. 

It continues "The practices we have examined have occurred throughout the 
ten years of Israeli occupation ; our evidence spans this period, the last base being 
in December 1987. There is no reason to believe it has ceased: the allegations are 
continuing.” 

We continue the case of Omar Abdul Karim, the 35-year-old carpenter from 
Beit Sahur, who was subjected to extensive torture at a detention and interrogation 
centre in Jerusalem. 


Other interviews helped to 
corroborate Abdul Karim’s 
story. On Nov. 14, his lawyer 
Felicia Laager and her clerk 
Abed AI Asali visited Abdul 
Karim in Hebron prison. Laag- 
er subsequently wrote an ac- 
count of the visit: 

"He was brought to me sup- 
ported by other prisoners be- 
cause he was unable to walk 

by himself He was looking 

very bad, his face was com- 
pletely yellow All the time 

he was pointing to his ribs, cla- 
iming he was unable to breathe 
out One of his fellow prisoners 
told us that his ribs had been 
broken during interrogation 

Omar indicated to us that 

he had been tortured by elec- 
tricity and while speaking of it 
be started trembling terribly . . . 
It was as if his body wa3 con- 
vulsed. ... He did sot know his 
■age, place of birth, address, or 
whether he had children. Just 
once during our visit, he let 
slip that his wife had beer, be- 
aten In front of him, but then 
be stopped talking about it. 
It seemed to us that he was in 
another world.'* 

In another interview six 
weeks before Abdul Karim's re- 
lease. Langer’s clerk AI Asali 
confirmed her account, adding 
that they bad seen Abdul Karim 
suddenly start laughing and 
kiss a prison guard. “He said 
that the guard was the only 
one who didn’t torture him. . . 
(AI Assli did not mention bums 
on Abdul Kerim, but he did cl- 
aim to have seen "blue marks 
and red marks like blood near 

his e&7.”)

The mayor also told us that 
if? late November, having &e- 
ard from Felicia Langer of Ab- 
dul Karim's state, he went to 
see the Israeli military gover- 
nor of the Bethlehem district: 
"He said he didn’t believe the 
story, but he wouid look into 
it” He later told the mayor 
that Abdul Karim had been 
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moved to a prison hospital. 

The mayor also contacted the 
International Red Cross in Jer- 
usalem: “I asked them to look 
into the allegations. Later the 
Red Cross delegate Bernard 
Munger confirmed to me that 
they were true. He confirmed 
Felicia Laager's letter comple- 
tely.” 

As a matter of policy, the 
Red Cross never comments 
publicly on cases. The chief 
Rea Cross delegate in Jerusal- 
em, Alfredo Witscbi, said he 
could act confirm or deny the 
mayor's statement. "We make 
our reports to the authorities 
and request action,” he said. 
Similarly in Amman, Jean Cou- 
rvoisier would confirm only that 
he had met Abdul Karim on the 
Alieaby bridge. 

We have established, how- 
ever, that the Jerusalem Red 
Cross delegate Munger first 
got access to Abdul Karim at 
the end of November, about 
55 days after his arrest It was 
about then -- and so possibly 
as a result of Munger’s inter- 
vention -- that Abdul Karim 
was moved to Rami eh prison 
hospital. He was X-rayed, but 
returned, after a week to Heb- 
ron. In the light of Ms later 
condition - - which Munger des- 
cribed to doctors in Amman as 


"lamentable” and to which the 
medical records at Salt bear 
witness - - this seems a strange 
decision. It is not surprising 
that Abdul Karim has the fon- 
dest memories of Munger, who- 
se continued efforts helped fin- 
ally bring his release. "He sa- 
ved my life," Abdul Karim 
says. 

Member of

BUT IF THERE IS indepen- 
dent corroboration for points 
of Abdul Karim’s story, there 
are also weaknesses which 
make it fall short of final 
proof. 

In the first place, he was 
once a member of the fedaye- 
en. Seven years ago, he serv- 
ed a 20-month sentence for 
possessing a revolver. His law- 
yer, Felicia Langer, though 
Jewish and a refugee from the 
Final Solution, is an active 
Communist, regularly denounc- 
ed by the Israeli government 
for political contacts with ene- 
mies of the state. 

Secondly, the medical evi- 
dence Is not conclusive. It 
rests ultimately upon the jud- 
gments and testimony of the 
director of the Salt hospital, 
Dr. Ahmad Hamzeh. But Dr. 
Hamzeh is scarcely neutral. In 
1976 the Israelis deported him 
from the West Bank. His clini- 
cal judgments, too, are open 
to challenge. In finding Abdul 
Karim's injuries "consistent 
with” his story of torture, Dr. 
Hamzeh placed some empha- 
sis on his fractured ribs. Yet 
in February 1976, we have dis- 
covered, Abdul Karim visited 
the Mount of David ortho- 
paedic hospital in Bethlehem, 
complaining of trains in his ba- 
ck and chest Hospital records 
show that an X-ray taken then 
also showed "evidence of mul- 
tiple fractures in ribs.” Medi- 
cal exoerts in London say that 
even if Abdul Karim's ribs had 
later been refractured. Dr. 
Hamzeh's X-rays might not 
have allowed him to distingu- 
ish between the two sets of 
breaks. 

It might be said that, ‘m a 
country of avowed political fr- 
eedom.

The force that Is going on in Belgrade at the 
moment seeds some comment because people 
are beginning to believe that something of sub- 
stance is being decided there. I am. of course, 
referring to the 35-naticm Conference on Euro- 
pean Security and Cooperation which is desig- 
ned as a follow-up to the similar Helsinki me- 
eting of 1975. 

In Helsinki, two years ago, the nations of 
the Western and Eastern blocs of the world ag- 
reed to adhere to a number of principles which 
they grouped into three main "baskets”. My in- 
terest, here, is in the third such "basket” 
the principles designed to protect the rights of 
the human individual in the world. 

We must, first, realise the great importance 
of the fact that the world’s most significant 35 
states have put their official hands to an agree- 
ment protecting the rights of the individual. 
You see, the rights of the human Individual are 
only in jeopardy vis-a-vis the state. When nor- 
mal, everyday, individuals threaten each oth- 
er's rights the matter goes to established cou- 
rts of law. But, things being what they are. the 
violation of the rights of the individual by the 
state has nowhere to go for satisfaction. He- 
nce, when the states themselves commit them- 
selves to the protection of the rights of their 
| citizens we &D must be glad. Even If signatory 
states stfil go on breaking the promises they 
have made -- which they do -- anyone can 
take them to task. WelL maybe not anyone 
really, unless "anyone” is called Mr. Jimmy 
Carter. So, for example, if the Soviet Union 
keeps harassing its "dissidents” after signing 
the "Third Basket” of principles, President Gar- 
ter has every right to criticise. 

Now, of course, the Soviet Union does not 
need to be taught how to get over that sort of 
embarrassment: President Leonid Brezhnev's 
new Soviet Constitution lays it down that the 
rights of the Soviet citizens are protected ... so 
long as they don’t dash with "the interests of 
the state.” Which is a genius of a loophole. 

The following is a beauty of a game: The 
rights of the citizens are protected because 
we’ve signed the "Third Basket”. The rights of 
the citizens are protected by the constitution. 
The rights of the citizens are protected so long 
as they don’t clash with the interests of the 
state. The state is based on the constitution. 
The constitution is dedded by the state. The 


interests of the state are decided by the state 
The state wins. You lose. 

But don’t think that criticism gets you now, 
here Look at what’s going on in Belgrade. The 
conference is supposed to convene in two sta- 
ges: The first stage has already begun and wifi 
go rat twtftt late September to decide on the ag- 
enda of the matters to be discussed by the se- 
cond stage, which will begin in October and 
include the actual presence of the leaders of 
the Western and Eastern nations of the world. 

Now, the first stage of the conference is ! 
stffl busy haggling over agenda matters. Wes- 
tern and Eastern nations are trying to outwit 
"Third Basket”. The nations of the East 
- - the leftists - - know very weU that 
thf nations of the West - - the right- 
ists - - are going to almost disregard the two 
other "baskets” and harp upon the issue of hu- 
man rights till they’re blue in the face. Each 
and every Western delegate is going to have a 
field-day playing this particular tune, and each 
and every Eastern delegate is going to have to 
sit through a recitation of lists of criticism of 
this or that "violation” of human rights. Thus 
terrified, the nations of the East are trying to 
sweep the carpet over the human rights Issue 
as much as they respectably can. 

So criticism is a terrifying weapon. But the 
farce is still a force. Nations of the West are 
not the guardian angels of individual rights 
that they pretend they are. Including the prin- 
ciples into the Helsinki agreement may hove 
been sincerely meant but the states themselves 
are not idealists. One only baa to remember 
what Dr. Henry “Shuttler” Kissinger said of 
the thing. He is reported to have found the hu- 
man rights Issue “boring” and the whole agree- 
ment nothing more than “a piece of paper.” 
But then, if a whore is an idealist, Dr. Kissin- 
ger is an idealist. 

It is, therefore, amusing to watch the two 
toams - - West and East - - play it out in Bel- 
grade. The one delighting in pointing the accus- 
ing finger and the other terrified out of Its wits 
lest the conference is allowed to dwelt on tee 
matter which raises the accusing finger. 

I suggest we .let them play it out and sit 
back and enjoy it- It can only be good for us 
on the whole The more the issue of human ri- 
ghts becomes public and "trendy” the less hu- 
man befogs are going to suffer from the auto- 
cracy of a number of power-hungry men who 
refer to themselves as "The State”.

THIS EBB AND FLOW of 
evidence is typical of torture 
allegations; and it illustrates 
the persistent difficulties of 
proof. In Abdul Karim's case, 
however, one piece of external 
evidence strongly suggests that 
something- which the Israelis 
wish to hide did indeed hap- 
pen to him. It comes from 
the Israelis themselves.

1 The dilem- 
ma his prophecy encapsulates 
leads directly to the situation 
revealed by our investigation. 

Israel is a Jewish state, de- 
termined to remain so. Yet it 
rules 1.7 million Arabs -- for 
a decade 12 million of these 
have been under military oc- 
cupation. 

The reasons why Israel has 
since 1948 steadily increased 
its dominion over Arabs and 
their land go back into the in- 
finite regress of cause-and- 
effect, charge and counter- 
charge that makes up modem 
Middle Eastern history. That 
is outside the scope of our in- 
quiry. The fact is that most 
Israelis see no choice but to 
continue military occupation; 
while some Israelis actively 
want to do so, on the grounds 
of historic Jewish rights to 
the land. 

Because Israel is so depen- 
dent on what Weitzmann saw 
as the judgment of the world, 
it must try to ensure the judg- 
ment is favourable.

Brazil, Iran to step 
up bilateral trade 


MANILA, June 24 (R). — 
The World Pood Council (W- 
FC) today approved a 22-po- 
int international action prog- 
ramme to eradicate world hu- 
nger. 

The plan calls for donor 
countries to contribute to a 
500,000 ton food stock for use 
as emergency aid. 

It envisages a m inimum of 
20 million ton of food aid be- 
ing stockpiled annually to al- 
low for forward planning. 

Through increased economic 
assistance it aims to increase 
food production in developing 
countries by at least four per 
cent a year. 

It also seeks an expansion 




and liberalisation of world 
food trade. 

The integrated action plan 
agreed by the council recom- 
mends that: 

-- Countries which need sp- 
ecial attention because of the 
seriousness of their food pro- 
blems and their exposure to 
frequent natural disasters sh- 
ould be given special treat- 
ment by governments and. Un- 
ited Nations agencies; 

-- These "food priority co- 
untries”, assisted on request 
by UN. agencies, should put 
forward specific proposals for 
increasing their .food produc- 
tion by at least four per cent 
a year; 


TOKYO, June 24 (AFP). —

Thirdly, if average world 
economic growth were held to 
3 per cent in real terms, the 
oil crisis would be delayed un- 
til 1990; the report said. 


RIO DE Janeiro, June 24 (R) 
— Brazil and Iran have sign- 
ed an agreement aimed at ste- 
pping up their bilateral trade 
to $6-5 billion in five years, 
according to an official note fr- 
om the Brazilian Finance Mi- 
nistry published yesterday. 

The agreement seals over 
two years' negotiations and 
was signed at the end of a 
two-day official visit of Iran- 
ian Minister of Finance and 
Economic Affairs Housang An- 
sari. 

In the terms of the agree- 
ment, Brazil will quadruple its 
petroleum imports from Iran 
by next year and. by 1979 will 
be importing one-quarter of its 
oil needs from Iran. 3razH im- 
ports some 80 per cent of the 
petroleum consura-Jd in the 
country. 

Iran, according to the agree- 
ment, ■ undertakes to spend at 
least 30 per cent of its rece- 
ipts from oil exports to Bra- 
zil on investments here and 
imports of Brazilian products.

WASHINGTON. June 24 (R). 
— The VS. House of Repre- 
sentatives has delivered Presi- 
dent Carter a major rebuff by 
barring use of U.S. money for 
international loans to Cuba, 
co mmuni st countries m Indo- 
china, Uganda and Marxist 
Mozamb ique. 

The vote barring use of Am- 
erican cash for loans to these 
countries by international len- 
ding agencies came last night 
as the House approved a $7 
billion foreign aid appropria- 
tions bill for next year. 

The House also barred pay- 
ments of any U.S. reparations 
to Vietnam. The effect of this 
proposal was to go back on 
former President Richard Nix- 
on's offer of $335 billion in 
post-war economic reconstruc- 
tion aid for Vietnam. 

President Carter had decla- 
red that any moves placing 
restrictions on use of U.S. mo- 
ney by international institutio- 
ns could jeopardise continued 
U.S. participation inside the 
bodies. 

The countries affected in In- 
dochina were Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia and Laos. 

In another move, the House 
refused to cut U3. military 
aid to South Korea over alle- 
gations of a South Korean gov- 
ernment campaign to buy inf- 
luence in the U.S. 

Democratic Representa t ive 
Tom Harkfn of Iowa, sponsor 
of the amendment to cot fun- 
ds to South Korea, said appro- 
val of the proposal would be 
"a dear signal to the dictator 
in South Korea that we are 
deeply concerned about viola- 
, tions of human rights in that 
country.” 

The House also approved a 
Carter administration request 


to restore $3.1 million in mili- 
tary credit sales for Nicara- 
gua. The House appropriations 
committee had deleted the fo- 
ods because of alleged human 
rights violations there. But ft 
stripped $700,000 in military 
training finds for Argentina 
from the lull because of alleged 
human rights abuses.

Catholic Church faces 1st schism in 100 years 

threatens to 
excommunicate rebel 
Archbishop Lefebvre 


VATICAN CITY, June 24 
(R). — Pope Paul has rejected 
rebel Archbishop Marcel Lefe- 
bvre’s terms for a reconcilia- 
tion and warned him that he 
risks an irreparable break with 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
Vatican officials said today. 

The Pope sent his threat - - 
a clear allusion to excommu- 
nication - - in a letter to Mo- 
nsignor Lefebvre on June 20, 
Vatican spokesman Romeo Pa- 
nciroli told reporters. 

It was aimed at blocking the 
French prelate’s plans to or- 
dain 14 priests at his unau- 
thorised traditionalist semi- 
nary at Econe, Switzerland, on 
June 29. Me has already been 
suspended from priestly fun- 
ctions. 

The Pope begged Monsignor 
Lefebvre not to cany out "a 
new, extremely grave act of 
disobedience 1 ' which would 
make irreparable the break wi- 
thin the unity of the charity of 
the Catholic Communion," Fa- 
ther Panciroli added. 

In a secret exchange with 
the Vatican, Monsignor Lefeb- 
vre asked for a revision of se- 
veral key acts of the 1962- 
65 Vatican Ecumenical Coun- 
cil, officials said. 

He said he would postpone 
his ordination plans if the Va- 
tican agreed to revise Ecume- 
nical Council declarations on 


Christian unity, liturgical re- 
form and religious liberty, th- 
ey added. 

Monsignor Lefebvre also as- 
ked authorisation to celebrate 
mass with extensive use of 
Latin and in the abolished tra- 
ditional T rid en tine rite, the 
officials said. 

He demanded official recog- 
nition of his Fraternity of Sai- 
nt Pius X at Econe, they told 
reporters. 

A spokesman for Monsignor 
Lefebvre said in Econe today 
that the archbishop will go 
ahead as planned with the tra- 
ditionalist ordination on June 
29 of 14 priests despite the 
warning from Pope Paul. 

The spokesman, at Monsig- 
nor Lefebvre's Econe seminary 
said the archbishop was at pre- 
sent in France but would re- 
turn shortly for the ordina- 
tion ceremony. 

The spokesman said the let- 
ter sent by the Pope on June 
20 "has changed absolutely 
nothing. It does not move us 
one bit, even if they talk of 
an ‘irreparable break’ with the 
Vatican," he told reporters. 

The spokesman said prepa- 
rations were well under way 
for the ordination of 14 pri- 
ests and 22 sub-deacons. "Se- 
veral special trains are expec- 
ted to bring supporters of the 
archbishop from France, West 


Germany and Italy,” he said. 

Because thousands of pe- 
ople were expected, the cere- 
mony would have to be held 
outdoors under a giant tarpau- 
lin," the spokesman added. 

Monsignor Lefebvre’s deman- 
ds were in line with most con- 
servative opposition to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church’s dialo- 
gue with other Christian ch- 
urches as well as with other 
religions, its use of modem la- 
nguages instead of Latin and 
its advocacy of religious liber- 
ty. 

In an open challenge to the 
Pope, Monsignor Lefebvre ca- 
me to Rome on June 6 and 
declared in a speech that he 
could not adapt to "the ways 
of the new church” and that 
"I do not want to die a Pro- 
testant” 

If the archbishop is excom- 
municated, the church would 
face its first schism in more 
than a century. 


U.S. firm stopped from 
co- producing Israeli 
secret military system 

WASHINGTON, June 24 (R). — An American company has 
been barred by the Defence Department from entering into ar- 
rangements with an Israeli firm for co-productkm on a secret 
military communications system, the White House said yester- 
day. 

Presidential Press Secretary Jody Powefl cited security as 
the reason, denying suggestions that the United States made 
the decision In as attempt to force Israel to make concessions 
to the Arabs. 

He said only NATO countries were being considered tor co- 
production of the system Sylvanla, a su bs idiary of General Te- 
lephone and Electronics (GTE). 

The New York Times quoted unidentified members of Cong- 
ress as saying co-productkm with Tadiran Israel Electronics 
Industries, Ltd, had been blocked not for security reasons but 
txx-anggi the United States was pressing Israel to withdraw to 
its 1967 boundaries. 

Mr. Powell said the allegation was totally untrue and added: 
-'There are certain <*«"« we do not furnish to other countries, 
even allies.” 

to Tel Aviv, a director of Tadiran, which is also partially 
owned by GTE, said barring co-production was taking “un- 
fair advantage 7 * of Israeli technology. Mr. E l k a n a. Caspi said the 
communications s yste m had cost his firm “a fortune to deve- 
lop” and that it would try to find another American firm to co- 
mplete the project- If not, he added, Tadiran would complete 
the development on its own and market the new set in Europe. 

At the White House, Presidential Spokesman Powell, discu- 
ssing co-production, said the United States recently signed a 
“memorandum of understanding” with Britain and Canada to 
spur development of weapons. These could lead to approval of 
co-production of the military comm locations system between 
Sylavnia and the two NATO countries.

Bhutto meets PNA leaders 


RAWALPINDI. June 24 (R). 
— Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto met opposition leaders 
here last night for two hours 
but without settling differences 
over the holding of new gene- 
ral elections. However both 
sides said agreement might be 
reached within a few days. 

The meeting began a few 
hours after Mr. Bhutto’s return 
from a five-day tour of Mos- 
lem countries. 

The opposition Pakistan Na- 
tional Alliance (PNA) danand- 
ed an immediate meeting to 
discuss stalled efforts to ar- 


range elections in October. It 
claims that elections last Mar- 
ch were rigged and, in a pro- 
longed campaign of agitation, 
the opposition forced Mr. Bh- 
utto to concede fresh elections. 
At least 350 people were kil- 
led in the political violence. 

Last night’s meeting failed 
to produce progress on the de- 
tails holding up the signature 
of a basic agreement reached 
last week. The agreement cov- 
ers the release of prisoners ar- 
rested during the agitation ca- 
mpaign, the lifting of a state 
of emergency and measures to 
ensure a fair election. 


PARIS, June 24 (R). — West 
Germany and Japan came un- 
der pressure at an international 
meeting of finance ministers 
here today to run substantial 
payments deficits to help we- 
aker countries balance their 
accounts and reduce unempl- 
oyment. 

The warning came from the 
United States and Britain. 

They expressed concern that 
West Germany and Japan may 
not reach their target for eco- 
nomic growth this year, and 
that too much of their 
expansion is going into exp- 
orts. 

United States Treasury Sec- 
retary Michael Blumentfaal 
told the ministerial confere- 
nce of the Organisation for 
Economic “Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) that no 
nation could expect to be an 
island of prosperity in a sea 
of economic troubles. 


Mediterranean socialist meeting goes 
into private session following rally 


VALLETTA, June 24 (R). — 
A meeting of Mediterranean 
Socialists went into private 
session yesterday following a 
public rally during which Is- 
rael and the United States 
were denounced and a predi- 
cation was made that the left 
would soon be in power in 
France. 

Also, Egyptian journalists of 


the National Progressive Unio- 
nist Coalition Party distributed 
a letter among the delegates, 
of 16 countries, decrying “in- 
timidation and repression” in 
their country. 

They accused the govern- 
ment of brutally suppressing 
troubles last January over in- 
creased food prices and said 
President Anwar Sadat had 


Carter will continue 
human rights campaign 

NEW YORK, June 24 (R). — President Carter said last night he 
would continue his human rights campaign despite the controver- 
sy it has aroused. 

He thanked Americans for supporting him and said their attit- 
ude meant that the United States had become a beacon for the op- 
oressed and for political prisoners throughout the world. 

Speaking at a Democratic Party fund-raising dinner, the presi- 
dent stressed that the human rights campaign was an integral part 
of his policies during its first term in the White House. 

Mr. Carter acknowledged that his decision to speak out openly 
was controversial, but he said he could do no less because Ameri- 
cans wanted him to reaffirm the commitments to liberty made by 
America's founding fathers 200 years ago. 

He did not mention the criticism directed at him by Soviet le- 
aders, who have expressed deep anger over his support for Rus- 
sian dissidents. 
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put hundreds of people on tri- 
al with a minimum of safe- 
guards. Many of their com- 
rades faced life imprisonment 
for simply “standing by the 
people." 

The second conference of 
Socialist organisations and 
parties of the Mediterranean 
open ed o n Monday. It will end 
tomorrow. 

At the rally just outside 
Valletta, Mr. Salim Masoud of 
the Palestine liberation Orga- 
nisation said no peace would 
come to the Mediterranean un- 
til there was a Palestinian ho- 
meland. 

Prof. Andreas Papandreou of 
the Panhellenic Socialist Mo- 
vement encouraged delegates 
to fight against American and 
fascist elements which be said 
were at work in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Mr. Papandreou added he 
felt there would be no peace 
on Cyprus until all foreign ar- 
med forces left the island. 

Mr. Victor Leduc of the Fre- 
nch United Socialist Party as- 
sured the rally that leftwing 
forces would soon be in po- 
wer in France and Mr. Juan 
Garzes of the Federation of 
Spanish Socialist Parties urg- 
ed delegates to work for the 
removal of American bases on 
Spanish soil. 


“In virtually every country 
represented here, unemploym- 
ent is at a totally unaccepta- 
ble level,” he said, "to most 
of our countries, inflation is 
too high, and many of our na- 
tions are experiencing exter- 
nal payments deficits which ca- 
nnot be long sustained.” 

OECD estimates put the nu- 
mber of unemployed in the 
whole area at 15 million, and 
officials expect the total to rea- 
ch 16 milli on by the end of 
this year unless present poli- 
cies are changed. 

The 24-nation OECD as a 
group is heading for a deficit 
of just under 30 billion. 

As economic recovery in the 
U.S. gathers peace, increased 
fuel and other imports are ex- 
pected to fall short of its gro- 
wth target of five per cent 
this year, while international 
economists believe Japan has 
little chance of reaching its 
6.7 per cent goal by the end 
of the financial year next 
April. 

British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey told 
the finance ministers : ‘The 
stronger countries must be pr- 
epared to run substantial curr- 
ent accounts deficits. Otherwi- 
se, the total OECD position 
can never add up satisfactorily 

The OECD groups the Uni- 
ted States, Canada, Japan, We- 
stern Europe, Australia and 


Catholic news agency 
detects a communist 
religious reappraisal 

VIENNA, June 24 (AFP). — The Eastern European communist 
countries are reconsidering their opposition to religion, the 
Austrian Roman Catholic news agency Kathpres theorised to- 
day. 

Moscow would like to end criticism by Western European 
Communists about religion being a problem in Eastern Europe 
or an alternative to communism for Christians in those coun- 
tries, Kathpres explained. 

It said the Hungarian Institute of Ecclesiastic Sociology in 
Vienna viewed the recent visit to the Vatican by Hungarian 
Communist Party leader Janos Kadar as an event indicating 
changed thinking In other communist countries as well as Hun- 
gary. 

Aside from Hungary’s normalisation of relations with the 
Vatican, the new Soviet Constitution was “relatively liberal” 
concerning religion, Kathpres commented. Citizens will be au- 
thorised to appeal against religious persecution- 

The Kremlin was “testing” a more liberal policy towards 
religion in Hungary, the agency speculated. 


Peking confirms Vanc e will visit in August 

Giscard d’Estaing briefs Vance 
on his talks with Brezhnev 


PARIS, June 24 (R). — Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard <T Estaing 
of France today called in vis- 
iting U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance for a full briefing 
on the Franco-Soviet summit 
talks earlier this week with 
Soviet President Leonid Brez- 
hnev. 

Mr. Vance told reporters af- 
ter his meeting with the Fren- 
ch leader that he will deliver 
the contents of the hour-long 
briefing to President Carter 
tomorrow. He gave no details 
of what M. Giscard d’Estaing 
told him. 

But the French leader was 
thought likely to have told 
Mr. Vance about Soviet con- 
cern at the lade of progress 
in the SALT arms limitations 
talks, informed sources said. 

M. Giscard d’ Estaing has al- 
ready stated that Mr. Brezhnev 
expressed this concern during 
his three-day stay at Rambou- 
illet Chateau, outside Paris, at 
the beginning of this week. 

Mr. Vance said the U.S. had 
followed the Franco-Soviet su- 
mmit with interest and appre- 
ciated advice from the leaders 
of other countries. 

But he implicitly ruled out 
any French mediation between 
Washington and Moscow .“The 
relations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
are frank and we are exchang- 
ing view with them on many 
subjects at all times,” Mr. Va- 
nce said. 


Mr. Vance is In Paris for 
the ministerial meeting or the 
24-member Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment. .. 

The French leader disclosed 
after his summit talks with 
Mr. Brezhnev that the Krem- 
lin is worried about the SALT 
talks and wants a return to 
the “spirit of Vladivostok" - - 
a reference to the 1975 meet- 
ing between President Ford 
and Mr. Brezhnev. 

Mr. Vance said after his me- 
eting with the French leader 
"President Giscard d’ Estaing 
conveyed to me some infor- 
mation with respect to his me- 
eting with Secretary General 
Brezhnev, which he asked me 
to convey to President Carter. 
I shall do so tomorrow morn- 
ing while having breakfast 
with President Carter in the 
United States.” 

Mr. Vance confirmed that he 
would visit Peking at the end 
of August. 

In Peking, Chinese officials 
today also confirmed that Mr. 
Vance will visit Peking in Au- 
gust but declined further com- 
ment. 

An official spokesman at the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry told 
Reuters that following custom 
there would be no advance 
announcement in Peking of Mr. 
Vance’s trip. “I confirm he is 
coming,” the spokesman added. 

The U.S. State Department 
announced two days ago that 


Mr. Vance would visit P^dm? 
from August 23 to 28 “to ft? 
ther our conversations in fab 
of the Shanghai Communique 
towards normalising relations." 

Analysts in Peking generally 
doubted his talks would pro. 
duce a formula for fun Sin* 
U.S. diplomatic relations bet 
stressed President Carter’s ad. 
ministration had not apek out 
its exact position on China. 

Under the 1972 Shanghai Co. 
ramunlque, signed by former 
President Nbron, the two coun- 
tries agreed to exchange lia- 
ison offices. The Taiwan ques- 
tion has been the main stumb- 
ling block to full relations, 

China is demanding Wash- 
ington break its ties with Tel. 
wan and scrap the mutual de- 
fence treaty with the Chinese 
Nationalists. 

The secretary of state was 
expected to meet Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng but his main ta- 
lks in Peking are likely to be 
with Senior Vice Premier U 
Hsien-nlen. 

Mr. Vance visited China in 
1975 and met the then Senior 
Vice Premier, Mr. Teng Hsiao- 
ping, who was purged last year 
In a bitter power struggle. 

With party and state cong- 
resses scheduled for later this 
year, it is possible there will 
be further changes in the Chi- 
nese leadership before Mr. Va- 
nce’s arrival -- including the 
return of Mr. Teng 


New Zealand. It is often refe- 
rred to as “the rich nations’ 
club.” 

The British minister appealed 
for stronger economic stimu- 
lus than already planned to 
correct the OECD failure to 
meet growth objectives this 
year. 

The OECD annual growth 
target for the rest of the de- 
cade is something over five per 
cent But the rate expected 
for this year is barely four per 
cent. 

At their conference last year, 
the OECD ministers described 
their strategy as one of mo- 
derate and sustained growth. 
It was designed to avoid a new 
inflationary boom, but not to 
restore full employment witbin 
a few years. 

Discussing the economic per- 
formances of West Germany 
and Japan, Mr. Blumenthal sa- 
id: “We are naturally concer- 
ned by forecasts which sugg- 
est current policies may not 
be able either to reach its st- 
ated growth target, and that 
too much of the growth of out- 
put, in Japan particularly, is go- 
ing into exports.” 

But the U.S. had faith in 
the assurances of Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda they 
would take further measures 
as needed to achieve their gr- 
owth goals and reduce their 
current account surpluses. 


British cabinet introduces bill for 
universal suffrage to Euro-parliament 


LONDON. June 24. (R). — 

A big step towards the crea- 
tion of a European Parliament 
directly elected by the people 
was made today when Britain, 
after doubts and delays, ann- 
ounced a bill setting out its 
own part of the arrangements. 

Hopes are now boosted that 
Britain may be ready by the 
middle of next year, when it 
is planned that the peoples of 
the European Common Market 
should directly elect their Eu- 
ro-assembly for the first time. 

Legislation has been on its 
way through the parliaments 
of all the other eight comm- 
unity parliaments for some 
time, and in the last few days 
the assemblies of France, We- 
st Germany and Holland ap- 
proved their bills. 


The recent election of a new 
Irish government has tempor- 
arily held up plans there, but 
it is hoped to get new legis- 
lation under way in the au- 
tumn. 

Britain's Labour government 
this morning published a bill 
proposing to follow the gene- 
ral European pattern and use 
a form of proportional repre- 
sentation to elect its section 
of the European Parliament. 

This pleased the small Li- 
beral Party, whose support en- 
ables the minority Labour go- 
vernment to survive in parlia- 
ment The Liberals have bitt- 
erly opposed Britain’s traditi- 
onal method of elections in 
which only one candidate -- 
the one with most votes - - is 
elected in each constituency. 

Liberal foreign affairs spo- 


kesman Jeremy Thorpe descri- 
bed the bill as “a great ad- 
vance.” 

Mr. William Whitelaw, de- 
puty leader of the main oppo- 
sition Conservative Party, st- 
ressed that his party had alwa- 
ys favoured direct elections, 

But the strong leftwing sec- 
tion of the ruling Labour Par- 
ty, which has always been 
suspicious of Britain's mem- 
bership of the Common Mark- 
et, issued a statement saying 
the proposals would “have 
more to do with a Euro-super- 
state than with democracy." - 

There are opponents to pro- 
portional representation, in bo- 
th Labour and Conservative 
parties, and the bill provides 
that if the British parliament 
rejects this, then the old ele- 
ction system will operate. 


Popular politician tipped to become 
leader of Ireland’s Fine Gael Party 


DUBLIN, June 24 (R). — Iri- 
sh Foreign Affairs Minister Dr. 
Garret Fitzgerald today was 
favoured in speculation as li- 
kely to become leader of the 
Fine Gael Party after the sur- 
prise resignation of Mr. Liam 
Cosgrave, Prime Minister sin- 
ce February 1973. 

The quiet, gruff-spoken Mr. 
Cosgrave quit last night fol- 
lowing the crushing defeat of 
his coalition government in 
general elections last week 
won by Mr. Jack Lynch's op- 
position Fianna Fail Parly. 

The result, ranked as one of 
the biggest upsets in Irish po- 
litical history, was a blow to 
the understanding built up by 
the British and Irish govern- 
ments on a firm stand against 
the Provisional Irish Republi- 
can Army (IRA). 

Mr. Cosgrave’s Fine Gael 
Party had ruled in a coalition 
with the Labour Party of Mr. 
Brendan Corish. 

The outgoing prime minister 
will hand over to Mr. Lynch 
on July 5. Mr. Cosgrave said 
his parliamentary party would 
meet on July 1 to elect a new 
leader. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, one of the 


Irish Republic’s best known 
and most popular politicians, 
was regarded as front-runner 
to succeed Mr. Cosgrave. Oth- 
er possible contenders men- 
tioned in speculation included 
Finance Minister Mr. Richie 
Ryan, one of Mr. Cosgrave’s 
closest confidants, and Mr. Pe- 
ter Barry, head of the Educa- 
tion Department. 

Justice Minister Mi - . Patrick 
Cooney, who might have been 
in the running, lost his parlia- 
mentary seat in the election. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s resignation, a 
shock to many of his suppor- 
ters, came a week after the co- 
alition government was swept 
out of office. 

Fine Gael’s strength was cut 


to just 43 of the 148 seats in 
the Dail (parliament) compar- 
ed with 84 for Fianna Fail. 
Labour won 17 seats, Indepen- 
dents four. 

Mr. Cosgrave, 57, is the son 
of Mr. William Cosgrave, who 
headed the Irish government 
for the first nine years after 
the state came into being io 
1923. 

to a terse personal state- 
ment, the outgoing 1 premier 
said he would remain active 
in politics as a member of 
parliament. 

Pre-election opinion pons 
had pointed to a victory mr 
the coalition, accentuating the 
shock of the Fianna Fall triu- 
mph at the polls.

Can Ecevit put Turkey’s financial house in order ? 


ANKARA, June 24 (R). — Tur- 
kish industry may face a cri- 
sis unless the new government 
gets a vote of confidence and 
applies coherent economic po- 
licy in the next few weeks, 
according to senior financial 
and business sources here. 

Turkey has already had to 
suspend payment for all im- 
ports except essentia] strate- 
gic items, such has oil, steel, 
fertiliser and defence materia- 
ls. 

Disruptive shortages of im- 
ports have been reported in 
some major sectors, includ- 
ing construction. 

The reason is a severe fore- 
ign exchange shortage, caused 
by a huge ha lance-of -payments 
deficit. This deficit was wor- 
sened by a long period of 
indiscipline in investment and 
import policy, according to in- 
dependent analysts. 

Foreign exporters have ge- 
nerally shown understanding 
until now. Turkish sources say, 
waiting for a government to 
emerge from the June 5 el- 
ections and impose a clear 
policy which might enable the 
country to set its house in or- 
der. 


But unless there are clear 
signs in the next few weeks 
that Turkey is coming to grips 
with its problems and trying 
to make ends meet, their pa- 
tience seems likely to end, ac- 
cording to experts here. 

The result could be an int- 
erruption in traditional trade 
relations, forcing Turkey to 
look elsewhere for partners. 

New Premier Bulent Ecevit 
faces a close parliamentary 
battle and uncertain prospec- 
ts when he seeks a vote of 
confidence. 

His Republican People’s Par- 
ty, the biggest in Parliament 
could count on 215 sure votes 
-- 11 short of an absolute 
majority in the 450-seat Na- 
tional Assembly. 

Despite Mr. Ecevit’s social 
democratic principles, some le- 
ading industrialists are hoping 
he will succeed. He is regar- 
ded as more likely than his 
right-wing opponents to apply 
a coherent policy and to take 
measures - - some of which are 
bound to be politically unpop- 
ular -- to enable Turkey to 
pay its way. 

Some leaders in the com- 
mercial sector, on the other 


hand, are reported to favour 
conservative ex-Premier Suley- 
man Demirel, Mr. Ecevit’s ar- 
ch-rival, because they would 
expect better short-term price 
and profit margins under him. 

Mr. Demirel. Prime Minister 
for the past two years, is wi- 
dely seen here as having been 
unable for political reasons to 
rationalise policy on industrial 
investment and trade. 

He often would give in to 
his Deputy Premier and coali- 
tion partner, Mr. Necmettin Er- 
bakan, an advocate of unrest- 
rained development spending. 
Mr. Erbakan is leader of the 
National Salvation Party 
(NSP), dedicated to Islamic-or- 
iented nationalism. 

Some sources close to the 
business community have also 
expressed anxiety over the po- 
ssibility that Mr. Ecevit. who 
governed in coalition with Mr. 
Erbakan briefly in 1974, might 
turn to him again if he Is un- 
able to win a confidence vote 
for his minority government 

Official sources say that des- 
pite the import problems, Tur- 
kish industry can run on ex- 
isting stocks for the next few 
months, and that some news- 


papers and business sources 
are exaggerating the problems. 

Whether or not this is the 
case, there are pressing prob- 
lems. 

Asked what the economic po- 
sition would be if Mr. Ece- 
vit failed to win a vote of con- 
fidence from Parliament, one 
of Turkey’s financial experts 
replied: “I don’t even want to 
think about that alternative.” 

Speculation in recent mon- 
ths has focussed on the possi- 
bility of some form of deval- 
uation for the Turkish lira and 
measures to bring the price of 
petrol and other fuels into line 
with international prices. Do- 
mestic prices of these and oth- 
er politically sensitive items 
have been kept artificially low 
under the Demirel government 

Financial experts here hope 
they will be able to go to the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) for a substantial draw- 
ing in the next few months. 

This would be a major help 
in tiding the country over - - 
but the IMF is expected to 
demand evidence that the gov- 
ernment is taking measures to 
bring the economy into better 
balance.
